And Rock the Vote, the nonpartisan 
group that works to mobilize younger 
voters, is taking its campaign where 
young people really live, MTV, radio 
and concerts. 

This will also be the first presiden- 
tial election in which the Motor Voter 
law is felt. The law requires all states 
to offer voter registration through 
state age..cies such as motor vehicle 
offices. 

About 12 million people will have 
registered under Motor Voter by elec- 
tion day, according to Human 
SERVE, a national voter registration 
group. Roughly half of them will be 
18-24, said Human SERVE co-direc- 
tor Frances Piven. 

Even if the turnout is the same as 
1992, the young people would 
account for one in five votes. And 
what do these young people want?

Unlike other Democratic candidates who are 
benefiting from President Clinton’s success 
this election, Rep. Bill Orton is a democratic 
candidate who will not be riding the coattails 
of Clinton’s campaign. 

Jennifer Christensen, a political science 
major from Lehi, has been studying the coat- 
tailing effects in this election. She said 
Orton’s reason for not coattailing is because 
the majority of people in Utah are 
Republican. 

“Utahns do not like the president’s low 
morals, and any affiliation with Clinton would 
do Orton more harm than good politically,” 
she said. 

The coattail effect is the theory that a popular 
presidential candidate can generate public sup- 
port for the other members of his party. As he 
gains popularity and works his way into office, 
anyone who is supporting him will most likely 
get into office as well. 

But because Orton is representing a largely 
Republican district, he has run his platform 
here in Utah as an “independent voice of rea- 
son,” Christensen said. Orton does not typical- 
ly support Clinton nor does he always vote 
democrat, so there is no reason for him to ride 
on Clinton’s successful coattails. 


The theory is associated with presidential 
candidates because their campaigns are larger 
and involve more money and media attention. 

This year, most of the Democratic candidates 
will benefit from latching onto Clinton’s coat- 
tails because he has been successful. 
Christensen said that a majority of people have 

felt that their standard of 
living has improved over 

CAMPAIGN the past four years. 

The polls also 
show that Clinton is in 
the lead. Any candidate 
who follows his example 
by jumping onto his 
bandwagon will profit in 
the way of money, media 
and votes. 

In 1994, there was 
a reverse coattail effect 
for candidates up for 
election. President 
Clinton was so unpopular 
in some of the Southern 
and Western states, that 
many of the candidates from those areas avoid- 
ed his endorsements, Christensen said. 

Republicans took advantage of this situation 
by likening their Democratic opponents and 
their policies to Clinton and his policies. This 
proved damaging as the Democrats lost control

of the House and the Senate. 

George Bush also won because of a reverse 
coattail effect in 1988. At a time when most of 
the Republican party was on its way out, Bush 
won in a landslide victory over Michael 
Dukakis. 

While Democratic candidates are benefiting 
from hanging onto the strong coattails of 
Clinton, many Republicans feel that. Bob 
Dole’s slump in the polls will hurt them. 
Christensen said they fear that because Dole is 
doing so poorly, Republican voters will be less 
likely to go out and vote, thus not voting: for

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Effect of new state abortion law uncertain 


SALT LAKE CITY — Women’s clinics along the Wasatch Front say it’s 
questionable how often women seeking abortions look at the video and book 
produced under a new state law and the materials don’t appear to have much 
effect on women’s decisions. 

Those materials are part of the state’s informed-consent law, which requires 
that women be counseled face-to-face 24 hours before the procedure. 

The counseling must cover the abortion process, its risks and available alter- 
natives, The video and booklet add the development of the fetus to the informa- 
tion. 

State legislators wanted to require women seeking an abortion to watch the 
video or read the booklet, but the law that went into effect Sept. 1 requires only 
that the materials be offered. 

Of the 203 women who went to the Utah Women’s Clinic for an abortion in 
September, 87 viewed the material at the Salt Lake City clinic and still termi- 
nated their pregnancies; 116 accepted the material and returned for an abortion, 
though 43 left the video at the clinic and 38 left the booklets behind. Six 
patients who received the material did not return for an abortion. 


Former Utah ‘rock-ribbed’ governor dies 


SALT LAKE CITY — Former Utah Gov. J. Bracken Lee, a rock-ribbed con- 
servative Republican known for his opposition to income taxes, the United 
Nations and government programs, is dead at age 97. 

Lee died at a local nursing home Sunday afternoon from natural causes, fami- 
ly members said. 

‘A two-term governor, Lee was first elected in 1948, defeating Democratic 
incumbent Herbert Maw in a rematch of a 1944 campaign Lee had lost by just 
1,000 votes. 

Lee was born in Price on Jan. 7, 1899. 

He was elected mayor of Price in 1936, and in that role — and as a three- 
term Salt Lake mayor — gained a reputation for fighting corruption in govern- 
ment and insisting on bare-bones fiscal policies. 

‘Lee, and his wife, Margaret, had three children. He is survived by numerous 
grandchildren, great-grandchildren and great-great-grandchildren. 


Utah ’s first female college president installed 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s first female college president, Peggy Stock, 
has been officially inaugurated as the leader of Westminster College. 

‘Stock took the helm at Westminster 16 months ago, but was not installed as 
ptesident until Saturday’s ceremony, witnessed by 500 students, alumni, facul- 
ty and staff members, as well as Utah politicians and academics from around 
the state and nation. 

'There’s a rumor that we waited a year to see if it was going to be a good fit 
between President Stock and the faculty,” said Stephen Baar, academic. vice 
ptesident. “That is not true. We waited a year to give the faculty time to get 
{properly) dressed.” 

: Baar’s levity set much of the tone for the inauguration, which also was a cele- 
bration of Westminster and its future. 

- Stock said that during her tenure, she wants Westminster to be one of the top 
three higher-education institutions in the state.

Baby born, dies after accident; » DOLE fn

CORPUS CHRISTI. Texas — A 
drunken driver got 16 years in prison 
Monday for manslaughter in the 
death of a baby who was delivered 
prematurely after an auto accident. 

The case is one of the first in Texas 
to test whether a person can be held 
criminally liable for harming an 
unborn child. Because it touched on 
the question of when life begins, it 
was closely watched by both sides in 
the abortion debate. 

Frank Flores Cuellar, 50, had faced 
up to 20 years in prison in the death 
of Krystal Zuniga, who was delivered 
shortly after a June 15 car accident. 

Cuellar’s blood-alcohol level was 
more than twice the legal limit when 
he drove his truck into a car driven by 
Jeannie Coronado as she returned 
from a late-night trip to the grocery 
store. 

Ms. Coronado, 7 1/2 months preg- 
nant, gave birth to Krystal by emer- 
gency Caesarean section. The baby 
weighed just four pounds, suffered 
extensive brain damage and died 
within two days. ‘ 

The jury took only an hour to con- 
vict Cuellar last week of intoxication 
manslaughter. It took six hours to

Outside court, a female juror said 
several members of the seven- 
woman, five-man panel had held out 
for probation. 

“Several jurors felt that 20 years 
was too much and that he really need-

ed help.” said the juror. who refused 
to give her name. 

The same juror said the panel had 
no difficulty deciding to convict. 
despite the defense’s argument that 
Krystal was not a person when the 
accident occurred. 

“The baby was human.” the juror 
said. “The baby had a birth certifi- 
cate. a death certificate and died of 
injuries resulting from the accident.” 

Several states have laws giving legal 
standing to unborn children in crimi- 
nal cases. Similar legislation has been 
proposed in Texas in past years but 
has not been passed. 

A state appeals court considered a 
similar case in 1994. overturning the 
conviction of a woman charged with 
reckless injury to a child for smoking 
crack while pregnant. The court said 
the Legislature has specifically limit- 
ed the application of laws to conduct 
that injures a human being who has 
been born and is alive. 

Cuellar is awaiting trial on drunken 
driving and intoxication assault 
charges from the same accident. The 
defense sought a separate trial on 
those charges so that Cuellar’s three 
prior drunken-driving convictions 
would not be brought up during the 
manslaughter trial.

“If I were to student teach, not only 
would I not receive any pay or bene- 
fits, I also couldn’t work another cam- 
pus job during that time,’ Hammond 
said. “I would have had to take out a 
loan to finish school.” 

Hammond said the internships are 
better than student teaching because 
interns: are given complete control in 
the classroom rather than working 
under the direction of a full-time 
teacher. 

“In many jobs, the interns are the 
bottom rung on the ladder,” 
Hammond said. “But with this pro- 
gram, there is no difference between 
interns and fully-accredited teachers.” 

Even if there were no salary or ben- 
efits, Hammond says the year-long 
teaching experience would be benefi- 
cial. 

“T’m part of a faculty here,” she 
said: “If I.do a good job, then I'll 
already have my. firstjob set up by the 
time I graduate in April.” 

Even if she chooses to attend gradu- 
ate school or pursue another line of 
work, Hammond says the experience 
is well worth it.

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Contributing to success 


Many students may have been taken aback by the letter they received in their 
mailboxes Friday from President Bateman asking the student body to contribute to 


the university’s $250 million “Lighting the Way to the 21st Century” capital cam- 
paign, Between tuition, books, fees, parking tickets and library fines, many stu- 
dents feel they've already paid their dues. However, many students do not realize 
that BYU is not alone in asking for donations — even of current students. Fund 
faising is very important to the livelihood of educational institutions and even 
BYU students — living on a budget — should consider contributing to show sup- 


port and gratitude to this school. 


BYU is not alone in asking for student contributions. In May 1995, “The Boston 
Globe” published an article on how many universities across the nation are asking 
students to donate to their schools. “Voracious” fund raising begins with “soon-to- 


be graduates” the article says. 


Many schools are raising much more than the $250 million BYU is seeking. In 


July, the University of Chicago announced that their 5-year fund-raising campaign 
had broken all expectations; if exceeded $676 million — to be used for student 
aid, faculty support, research and construction projects. Cornell University in 
Ithaca, N.Y., presently holds the record for raising the most funds; their 1995 
fund-raising total was $1.5 billion, with a continuing goal towards $2.2 billion. 
The reason for all this money? “Excellence must be paid for,’ Chicago 
University announced. This sentiment is also echoed in the U.S. News and World 
Report annual rankings of “America’s Best Colleges.” The 1997 annual guide stat- 
ed financial resources and expenditures accounted for 10 percent of their method- 


| ology in compiling the rankings. 


BYU's capital campaign is like many others, and its continuing goal — to teach 
more students, enhance the educational quality of the school and extend BYU's 
influence around the world — are goals most universities pursue in one way or 


another. 


And though there is a need for this money, we don’t even pay for approximately 

70 percent of our tuition, President Bateman wrote in his letter. So his invitation to 

. consider donating the equivalent of a night’s worth of entertainment to the cam- 
- Paign” really isn’t that much of a sacrifice. :

Apathy: end of bipartisan Japan

Cynicism and apathy are not as unique 
to American voters as many political pun- 
dits would have us believe. A majority of 
Japanese citizens say they aren’t interest- 
ed in politics and most maintain they 
don’t have a preference about which party 
controls their government. On Sunday, 
only half of the nation’s eligible voters 
turned out for the national elections 
despite the initiation of newly competitive 
electoral districts and inclusive voting 
tules intended to build a more responsive, 
democratic government. 

Japan had been a more or less one-party 
state until the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party was ousted in the 1993 elections. 
Rising expectations for revolutionary 
reform were, however, crushed after the 
flag-bearer of change— Prime Minister 
Morhito Hosokawa of the New Frontier 
Party resigned after just eicht months 
and the LDP maneuvered its way back to 
power as part of a ruling coalition. Earlier 
this year, Tomiichi Murayama, the 

-unpopular Socialist Prime Minister, hand- 
_ ed power over to Ryutaro Hashimoto, giv- 
-ing the LDP the top governmental post. 
_. Capitalizing on an unusually high 
~ approval rating, Hashimoto called for 
-Sunday’s elections in what Japanese 
newspapers describe as a vengeance cam- 
-paign intended to erase the humiliation of 
1293 and restore unchallenged political 
power to the Liberal Democrats. 
Hashimoto's scheme has apparently 
worked. Despite citizen’s demands that 
. the overbearing bureaucracy open up poli- 
~ cy discussions to a broader range of inter- 
ests, a small majority have granted 
Hashimoto another term and the LDP a 
dominant position in the ruling coalition 
government. 
Frustration with Japan's closed-minded 


bureaucracy fueled widespread support 


for transforming the electoral system. 


Now, however, many Japanese doubt that 
meaningful change is possible. 
Nevertheless, concerns that Japan's 
unwillingness to acknowledge a wide 
fange of views in economic and foreign 
policy discussions could jeopardize its 
role in the international community are 
well founded. Tackling the nation’s 
mounting deficit and shaping the role 
Japan will play in the global economy in 
the next century require more thoughtful 
and active participation from its citizens. 

Japan’s reforms are carving out political 
channels for pluralist representation. The 
Japanese have new opportunities to 
oppose the bureaucracy’s stale social and 
economic policies. A wide spectrum of 
positions on such crucial issues as taxes 
and foreign policy are now open for 
debate. Citizens should take advantag* of 
these awakening liberties and demand 
more innovative and creative solutions to 
handle Japan’s deteriorating economic 
and social conditions. 

Japan’s ability to remain economically 
viable in the next millennium should be 
enough of an incentive for its citizens to 
rise above the prevailing apathy. The 
Japanese must be more aggressive in 
seizing their newfound opportunities to 
elect lawmakers who better represent their 
interests. 

For the first time in their nation’s histo- 
ty, Japanese citizens have the power to 
influence their political and economic 
future. Whether Japan will continue to 
work toward developing a more democrat- 
ic political system is in the people’s 
hands, but only if they are up to the 
responsibility.

Fire safety for everyone

I enjoyed your articles on disaster prepared- 
ness today. However, there is one area of pre- 
paredness that has been completely ignored at 
BYU. That is how to evacuate our mobility 
impaired students, staff, and faculty. An expe- 
rience I had at the Sky Room two weeks ago 
is an excellent example. 

At about 11:50, a fire alarm sounded. The 
staff began evacuating the room; however, 
they had no idea what to do with a customer 
who was paraplegic. The issue of how to evac- 
uate a wheel-chair bound diner from the sixth 
floor eatery obviously had never been dis- 
cussed. They ended up taking him down in 
the elevator, a mistake that could have been 
fatal had there been a real fire. 

My wife discussed this incident with the 
BYU Fire Marshall shortly after it occurred. 
He informed us that carts do exist for taking 
wheelchair bound people down stairs. He has 
recommended that BYU buy several, but the 
administration has refused thus far. 

I also spoke with the Services for Students 
with Disabilities office. They responded by 
saying that they are currently studying the 
issue. That’s the same response I received two 
years ago when I first asked the question. 

How long do we need to study an issue? We 
know what the problem is and we know what 
the solution is; buy some of the carts and train 
the staff to use them. Are we going to wait 
until someone dies before the administration 
takes action?

Tuesday and Wednesday of this 
week you have the chance to see two 
brand new plays written by a BYU 
professor and a student. The plays 
will be stage read in the Nelke 
Theater of the HFAC by BYU stu- 
dents enrolled in a Playwright 

’ Director Actor class. 

“This is a good opportunity for stu- 
dents to see work in progress,” said 
Robert A. Nelson, professor in the 
BYU Theater and Film Department. 

“This is the 14th year we have these 
work shops. By doing this, we hope to 
promote the new plays,” said Tim 
Slover, coordinator of play writing 
and director of the workshop. 

“As a play writing teacher I am 
happy to see that BYU produces more 
plays than any other university in the 
country,” Slover said. 

The students in the class, who meet 
for three hours every week, first read 
the two plays out loud. They have 
then worked together with the play- 
wrights, giving them initial feedback, 
criticism and praise, Slover said. 

The students improvise the scenes, 
and the writer has a chance to see 
directly what works and what does 
not work, and he or she has a.chance 
to rewrite it, Slover said. 

The primary objective is to develop 
plays and. make them stage worthy, 
Nelson said. 

However, the workshops are mutual- 
ly beneficial to the students and the 
writers. The students have a chance to 
see how plays are put together as weil 
as to have direct input, Nelson said. 

The students do not have to be flaw- 
less actors. It is the most creative stu- 
dents that usually have the most inter- 
esting ideas brought to life, Slover 
said. 

The students follow the play from 
its rough draft, through the rewriting 
process and sometimes, if the play is 
being produced by BYU, into its final 

version. ; 
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Stage readings offer experience 


These plays are not necessarily per- 
formed, but the track generally recog- 
nized is that they often are picked up 
for the season, Slover said. 

Six of the plays they have had over 
the years were produced by faculty 
inside and outside the theater and film 
department, six by students and two 
by people from off campus. 

The play that will be stage read 
Tuesday is called Entropy and is writ- 
ten by John Bell, a BYU associate 
professor of Zoology. 

“The PDA class helps me because I 
get to hear what I have written, and I 
also get feedback which tells me 
whether I have accomplished what I 
wanted to accomplish, and whether

Those who are not members of The

SALT LAKE CITY — Behind 
that tight-lipped, buttoned-down 
facade, Orrin Hatch, Utah’s senior 
senator, is a troubadour. 

Between battling President 
Clinton, sponsoring legislation and 
heading the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, Hatch has penned more 
than 100 songs during the past year.

office.

It’s nice to have something 
that’s. not related to politics.” 

Hatch keeps a keyboard in his 
office in Washington. Both of his 
homes have pianos in them. Last 
meth, he installed an electric 
“| piarto in his Utah office, where 
‘staffers now hear music wafting 
‘through his closed door. 

“It has been healthy for him. He 
-seems calmer and happier,” said 
- Heather Barney, Hatch’s Utah press 
secretary. “I had no idea when I 
came here 2 1/2 years ago that he 

had this side to him. Nobody did.” 

“His wife said people have always 
-theught of the senator as staid and 
-Straight- laced. “But he has a soft, 

-gentle side to him,” she said.

Gay Navy officer’s appeal rejected

WASHINGTON — President Clinton’s “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy on gays in the military survived its first 
Supreme Court test Monday as the court rejected the 
appeal of a former Navy officer dismissed for declaring his 
homosexuality. 

The justices rejected former Lt. Paul Thomasson’s argu- 
ment that the policy is unlawful discrimination and a viola- 
tion of homosexual service members’ free-speech rights. 

Thomasson was forced to leave the Navy last year after 
writing a letter to his commander that said, “I am gay.” He 
had served for nearly 10 years. 

The court’s action was not a ruling on the issue’s merits 
and does not preclude the justices from fully reviewing the 
policy in a future case. But the court let stand a lower 
court’s decision that upheld the rule barring openly homo- 
sexual people from serving in the military. 

The Clinton administration said the government has a 
legitimate interest in prohibiting homosexual acts in the 
military to avoid a “risk to military effectiveness” and to 
protect service members’ privacy. 

“I’m tremendously disappointed,” said Thomasson, who 
now manages a restaurant in Washington, D.C. But he 
added, “I know this injustice will someday be set right.” 

Gay rights advocates said they were not surprised by the 
court’s action because Thomasson challenged only the part 
of the policy allowing the discharge of people who say 
they are gay. Other cases in lower courts are challenging 
the entire policy. 

“This policy says absolutely no sexual ... activity any- 
where as long as you’re lesbian or gay,” said Matt Coles of 
the American Civil Liberties Union’s lesbian and gay 
rights project. 

In other action Monday, the court: 

° Left intact a lower court’s decision allowing a film that 
seeks converts to Christianity to be shown at federally 
funded senior-citizen centers in Albuquerque, N.M. City 


officials said showing the film at city-owned centers would 
violate the constitutionally required separation of church 
and state. 

¢ Told a lower court to reconsider, under a new federal 
immigration law, whether U.S. officials in Hong Kong 
may refuse to issue immigrant visas to Vietnamese boat 
people seeking to enter this country. 

* Agreed to use an Idaho case to decide how quickly gov- 
ernment officials sued in state courts may appeal a denial 
of immunity. 

Earlier this year, the nation’s highest court handed gay 
rights advocates a major victory by ruling that Colorado 
voters could not ban state and local laws that protect 
homosexuals from discrimination. 

However, that ruling did not address the legality of 
homosexual conduct. In 1986, the justices upheld a 
Georgia law that criminalized homosexual sex between 
consenting adults. 

Clinton’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy was a compromise 
that resulted from congressional repudiation of his pledge 
to lift the long-standing ban on gays in the military. The 
policy is intended to let gays serve as long as they keep 
their sexuality private. 

Thomasson worked for the admiral who administered the 
policy. The Navy based his discharge on his statement that 
he is gay, and there were no findings that he engaged in 
homosexua! conduct. 

A federal judge upheld the discharge. The 4th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals agreed in a 9-4 ruling that mili- 
tary policy should be set by elected officials, not judges. 

Thomasson’s Supreme Court appeal said the policy was 
illegal discrimination and that it violated his free-speech 
rights to discharge him because he said he is gay. 

Justice Department lawyers said the policy “does not 
embody an irrational prejudice against gays and lesbians.” 
Service members’ statements that they are gay can be used 
as evidence that they are likely to engage in homosexual 
acts, the government’s lawyers said. 
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
